8 (D] WHEN TETHERED TO AN OBJECT, TOTURN IN A COMPLETE
9 CIRCLEWITHOUT TOUCHING THE OBJECT.

10 (B) THISSECTION DOESNOT APPLY TO THE ACT OF KEEPING A SOW AND ITS

30 (E) (1) AN INDIVIDUAL WHO IS CONVICTED OF A VIOLATION OF THIS
31 SECTION ISGUILTY OF A MISDEMEANOR AND IS SUBJECT TO IMPRISONMENT FOR
32 NOT MORE THAN 90 DAYS OR A FINE NOT EXCEEDING $1,000 OR BOTH.

7 2 A PERSON WHO RAISES SOWS OR GILTS AND HAS BEFORE OCTOBER

8 1, 2004 KEPT THEM CONFINED OR TETHERED BY A METHOD PROHIBITED UNDER
9 SUBSECTION (C) OF THIS SECTION MAY NOT INCREASE THE NUMBER OF SOWS OR
10 GILTS BEING SO CONFINED OR TETHERED BY THAT PERSON ON OR AFTER OCTOBER

11 1, 2004.

12 (3) ANY PERSON WHO RAISES SOWS OR GILTS AND HAS BEFORE

13 OCTOBER 1, 2004 KEPT THEM CONFINED OR TETHERED BY A METHOD PROHIBITED
14 UNDER SUBSECTION (C) OF THIS SECTION MAY NOT REPLACE ANY ENCLOSURES OR
15 TETHERS PROHIBITED UNDER SUBSECTION (C) OF THIS SECTION WITH ANY OTHER
16 ENCLOSURES OR TETHERS PROHIBITED UNDER SUBSECTION (C) OF THIS SECTION
17 ON OR AFTER OCTOBER 1, 2004.

19 October 1, 2004.
